| Comment * On 19 June, the EVP appeared to have been employed along the 
foremost line along the sonal boundary in Berlin while the Soviet troops re- 
mained in the background. Strong elements of the 1st Mechanized Division were 
deployed in the central and southern areas of Berlin while troops of another 
division were possibly used in the northern part of the city. Seme of the 
troops committed to Mismar I ] may possibly have belonged to the 

4th IT artillery Brigade which may have been transported by sea from Rue gen 
Island to Ml soar . Wigmar and Schwerin have certainly been occupied by units 
of the 94th Guards Rifle Division.
